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DEFINITIONS  AND  EXPLANATIONS 


This  manual  on  pears  is  the  fourth  in  a series  of  puhlications  showing 
usual  blooming  and  harvesting  dates  and  principal  areaa  of  production.  The 
first  three  publications  in  the  series  covered  peaches,  cherries  and  apples. 
Pears  are  grown  in  every  State  but  data  are  shown  separately  for  only  13 
States  which  produce  more  than  nine-tenths  of  the  total  and  virtually  an  of 
the  commercial  crop  of  the  Nation.  Three  States— Washington,  Oregon  and  Cal- 
ifornia— produce  more  than  four- fifths  of  the  total  United  States  pear  crop. 

The  usual  full  bloom  dates  include  the  average  period  of  full  bloom  in 
most  seasons.  They  exclude  exceptionally  early  or  exceptionally  late  seasons. 

The  harvesting  period  is  that  in  which  the  fruit  is  usually  picked  from 
the  trees.  It  is  not  intended  to  include  the  unusual  extremes  in  individueO. 
seasons . 

Most  active  harvest  shows  when  the  bulk  of  the  harvest  usually  occurs. 

It  is  the  entire  harvesting  period  minus  the  usual  periods  of  light  harvest- 
ings at  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  the  harvest  season. 

Principal  areas  of  production  are  usually  designated  by  counties.  Al- 
though  a county,  valley  or  district  my  be  designated  as  a producing  area,  it 
my  be  that  the  actual  producing  section  is  restricted  to  only  a part  of  the 
area.  The  listing  of  the  districts  and  the  counties  within  areas  are  Intended 
to  be  arranged  in  order  of  Importance  within  the  State  or  area. 

The  prodtTctlon  and  utilization  statistics  are  drawn  from  the  official 
records  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  and  show  the  relative  importance  of  the 
States  and  of  the  varieties  in  pear  production,  and  they  show  the  usual  utili- 
zation of  the  crop  in  each  State,
